Elba City Council hears good news regarding tax revenues

The Elba City Council mem- 
bers “got.good"hews at thé June 
28th meeting as the financial 
statement showed sales tax and 
tobacco tax revenues continued 
to exceed budget projections. 

Through -the first — eight 
months of the fiscal year rey- 
enue is up $112,000 over budg- 
et. However, the budget report 
shows expenses are up about 
$100,000 for the same period. 
Mayor, James Grimes explained 
that the City had opted to pay 
some bills on a one time annual 
basis (bonds and insurance) 
rather than spreading them out 
over the entire year. 

In addition to those expendi- 
tures, the police department is 


Betty Brunson retires from National Security after nearly 46 years of service 


It is rare to find someone in 
today’s business climate that 
personifies the term “loyalty” 
but just such a person can be 
found at National Security in 
Human Resources Director 
Betty Brunson.

Betty feels she has gone full 
circle in that regard, beginning 
with W.L. Brunson and now 
secing his son assume the top 
management position at the 


company. 

National Security has earned 
the reputation of being a com- 
pany that is “family friendly”; 
and Brunson said she certainly 
feels that designation is appro- 
priate, 

She said the company has 
always allowed her to take 
opportunities to be involved 
with her children’s ‘lives, an 
Opportunity not afforded to 
many working mothers: 

Working mother. is certainly 
a term that applies to Betty. At 
one point several years ago, she 
was attending college full-time, 
involved with a Boy Scout 
troop, a member of the choir 
and Sunday School teacher at 
First Baptist Church Elba along 
with all the duties assocjated 
with raising two children not to 
mention her full-time position 
at National Security. 

That experience has served 
Brunson well as human 
resources director as she 
understands the demands a 
family.and full-time career can 
place on today's working 
mothers. 

“I’ve never lost sight of the 
fact that each desk at National 
Security is occupied by a per- 
son,” Brunson said. “Many 
companies treat their employ- 
ees as a number, not a person, 
but that is not the case at 
National Security.

due to some grant work they 
have done for the City of Elba. 
Rescue Squad appropriations 
are already up by almost $8,000 
over the annual budgeted 
amount. When the budget was 
written city officials were not 
expecting the nécessary expense 
of restarting the Elba Rescue 
Squad as a non-profit organiza- 
tion. 

The council approved the 
required resolution calling for 
municipal elections on August 


24th. Up for election will be the 
mayor and all five council mem- 
bers. Qualifying began Tuesday, 
July 6, for the four year terms. 

The council officially 
approved the actions of the 
Planning & Zoning Board: in 
denying the rezoning of proper- 
ty off Hickman Avenue, across 
from the stockyards. Grimes 
noted that the owner, Wayne 
Lawford, had. withdrawn the 
application when he discovered 
neighborhood opposition, but 
the council still needed to 
approve the board action. 

City Clerk. Wayne Grantham 
told council members that mos- 
quito spraying in Elba is as reg- 
ular as the afternoon rains- will 
allow.

Substantial research points to 
health benefits of fish, but many 
people still find preparing fish 
an expedition into unknown 
waters. Fish actually is easy to 
prepare and it can be easily 
added to other dishes. Canned 
fish is the easiest of all to pre- 
pare, Add canned tuna, salmon, 
crab/and shrimp to,salads, pasta 
But for those of you 
looking for an excuse to wet 
your hook, fresh fish can be 
baked, grilled, poached or fried. 

If the fish is thin, like fillets, 
the easiest cooking methods are 
haking, poaching and frying. 
Fish fillets will cook in ten min- 
utes if the oven or pan‘as hot, 
Make sure to turn the fish 
halfway through the cooking 
time. Fish steaks like salmon or 
tuna cook well on a hot grill, 
Clean the grill beforehand and 
use a nonstick spray before plac- 
ing the fish on the grill, It may 
also help to lightly spray or oil 
the fish.’ Grill fish steaks for 
about eight to ten, minutes per 
side and season to taste. 

Old legends claimed that eat- 
ing fish would make you 
smarter. New research says 
those old legends may be right. 
The American Dietetic 
Associafion reports that the 
iwush knstitute for, Healthy Aging 
analyzed ‘fish-eating patterns of 
more than 800 men and women 
ages 65 to’ 94 and the rates at 
Which ° they developed 
Alzheimer’s disease within sev- 
eral years. | The researchers 
found that those whovate at least 
one fish meal ‘per week were 
significantly less likely to devel- 
Op Alzheimer’s than those who 
never ate fish, This study sup- 
ports other research on the posi- 
tive role of omega-3 fatty acids 
in brain cell health. Omega-3’s 
also promote heart health and 
aid in the prevention of heart 
disease, Fish are also\a good 
source of protein, zinc and iron 
and have little saturated fat, 

The current Food and Drug 
Administration recommendation 
is to eat up to 12 ounces of fish 
per week, But which ones are 
safe to eat? . The American 
Dietetic Association reports that 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the FDA provide 


‘the following guidelines and 


note that pregnant women, 
women who might become 
pregnant and nursing mothers 
should follow thése guidelines. 
Young children should also fol- 
low these guidelines except their 
serving sizes should be smaller. 


* Do not eat shark, swordfish, 
king mackerel or tilefish. They 
contain high levels of mercury. 

* Mercury levels vary in other 
lish, It is safe to eat up to 12 
ounces (two or three meals) of 
other purchased fish and shell- 
lish'a week. 

* You may cal up to six 
Ounces .of albavore tuna (one 
average meal) per week. 

* Check local advisories 
about the safety of fish caught in 
local rivers and streams, If no 
udvice is available, consume no 
more than six ounces per week 
and do not eat other fish during 
the week.

There are several options for 
independently testing your 
water: 

* A certified laboratory can 
provide a detailed analysis of 
your water. Lab services gener- 
ally are available by mailing in a 
sample that you take, or a lab 
employee may come to your 
home. Check your local Yellow 
Pages for drinking water certi- 
fied labs. Such tests range from 
less than $50 to about $150 for 
more comprehensive testing. 

* The county health depart- 
ment may be able to test your 
water supply for a fee. To con- 
tact your local health depart- 
ment, check the city/county 
government section in the white, 
pages of your phone book. Cost: 
about’ $30. 


* Several do-it-yourself tests ’ 


are available. You should make 
sure the test you buy is simple to 
use, provides results at home 
(nothing to mail in), and is labo- 
ratory certified for accurate and 
reliable ‘results. You can get 
results within 48 hours. You also 
‘should make sure the product 
offers a toll-free number in case 
you have questions, Cost: from 
about $10 for individual tests to 
$30 or more for a comprehen- 
sive test kit. 
There are several home tests 
available: 
In a bacteria test, you add 


water to a bottle that is provided 
in the kit, shake and wait for 

48 hours to see what color the 
water has become, which will 
indicate if the water is clean or 
contaminated. 

In a nitrate/nitrite test, you dip 
test strips in the water and com- 
pare the color change.

If you detéct problems in your 
water supply, contact a water 
well contractor with the test 
results so you can make an 
informed decision together 
about water treatment options. 
Most water quality problems 
can be solved.

Plant Growth Regulation used 
on cotton to control height

The main purpose for using 
Plant Growth Regulators (PGR) 
on cotton is to control height 
and vegetative growth, The pur- 
pose of this is to give you a 
manageable plant harvest. It 
also tielps on boll retention, 
especially on the first and sec- 
ond bolls, or the main money 
crop of your cotton. The growth 
control helps in having a more 
uniform field. Early maturity is 
another factor. If used properly 
it may decrease growing time by 
two weeks. ; 

Many of the new cotton. vari- 
eties, especially Delta Pine 555, 
are very aggressive in their 
growth habit, These varieties 
especially need PGRs. So far 
this has been a wet year, making 
the cotton grow rapidly and 
increasing the need for PGR. 
Since the invention of Pix there 
are several products on the mar- 
ket, A fairly new one with new 
chemistry is ‘Pentia, which. is 
mepiquat pentaborate. This is 
the best one for getting into the 
plant 25% faster than the other 
products. This chemistry gives 
improved rainfastness. The label 


says within 2 hours of a: rain. 
Research has shown that one- 
hour with a surfactant before a 
rain gives excellent results. 

BASF is the company with 
this new chemical Pentia. BASF 
was the first company with the 
PGR research and products for 
cotton. They had the original 
PGR Pix and then Pix Plus. The 
differences they see in this new 
product are improved uptake, 
improved rainfastness, 
improved vegetative growth 
control, better early boll reten- 
tion, earlier maturity and all of 
these together lead to higher lint 
yields. The most important thing 
ig to spray “on time”. Don’t wait 
too late to get started. The first 
two applications are the most 
critical for successful cotton 
management. Begin PGR appli- 
cations at pinhead to matchhead 
square. Use.a minimum of | 
ounce/A per main stem node per 
application not to exceed 16 oz, 
per application. Make a second 
application 2 weeks after the 
first application.
